ARMSTRONGS AND RANDALL. 


After four years of defiance of the State 
Board of Health of Illinois the proprietors 
of the Metropolitan Medical College were 
arrested yesterday by United States Mar- 
shals on the charge of using the mails to 
defraud. The institution has been grad- 
uating 1,000 “ physicians” a year without 
serious molestation because of the inade- 
quacy of the State health laws, but the 
capture of the owners of the college by fed- 
eral officials puts the prisoners in what 
they regard as a serious box. The men ar- 
rested are; 

JAMES ARMSTRONG, President of the college. 

J. H. RANDALL, Vice President. 

THOMAS, ARMSTRONG, Secretary. 


CHARLES M. HOVEY, attorney. 
The specific charge against the college was 


that it sold diplomas to any one having a 
superior knowledge of medicine,” and that 
the diplomas were sold through the mail 
without examination of the applicant, and 
were worthless. 


Break In on a Session. 

The college was actively at work in its 
twenty rooms over the People’s Institute, 
866 West Van Buren street, when Chief 
Deputy Marshal Rowe and Deputies Middle- 
ton and Fraley, with Postoffice Inspector 
Gould, entered the place and demanded that 
the owners of the institution surrender. The 
students, some of whom had been studying 
medicine for as much as two weeks, were 
preparing for their “ grand graduating ex- 
ercises,"’ scheduled for June 26. 

The students were kept in ignorance of the 
arrest of the executives of the. college and 


elevated train. Assistant District Attorney 

Da vis entered the complaint of the Postoffice 
department before Commissioner Hum- 
phrey’s court, charging that the institution 
was using the mails to advertise a diploma 

mill.“ by which it graduated incompetent 
physicians and sold worthless diplomas. 
Commissioner Humphrey fixéd thé bond of 
President Armstrong at $2,000, and the bond 
of each of the ers at $1,000, in de- 
fault of which they were locked up in the 
County Jail. The trial was set for June 14 
at 10 a. m. 


Final Health Board Effort. 

The arrest of the men is the result of a 
final effort of the State Board of Health to 
abolish the medical college. The insti- 
tution was organized in 1895 under the name 
of the Illinois Health University. The 
charter for this name was revoked by the 
board two years later. Immediately the 
college was reorganized by the same owners 
under the name of the Independent Medical 
College. A revocation of this charter in 
December last resulted in the college being 
started anew under the name of the Metro- 
politan Medical College. Finding that the 
promoters of the institution had seven char- 
ters remaining under which the institution 
could be conducted, Attorney John A. 
Barnes, counsel for the board, interested the 
Postoffice authorities in the prosecution.

The especial disclosures, howeven, which 
led to the arrest of the four owners of the 
college came through an attempt to prose- 
cute D. W. Mott, a graduate of the college,

that his diploma was worthless Mott agreed 
N to help prosecute the owners of the college. 


Diplomas Are Worthless. 

“The diplomas sold through the mails by 
the college are worthless in every State in 
the country,” said Attorney Barnes. None 
of the graduates.is a competent physician. 
Most of the business of the institution was 
done by mail. Some of the students, how- 
ever, were induced to come to Chicago. 
These students were usually crauuated after 
a ten days’ course.”

| ROCKEFELLER’S VE VESSELS IDLE. 


Twenty Whalebacks Out of Service at 


Duluth for Purpose of Bolstering 
| Up Iron Ore Rates. 30 


Duluth, Minn., June 4.—I Special. I— Twenty 
idle whalebacks are lying in the harbor of 
Duluth. Rockefeller has given orders that 
these vessels are to tie up until they can be 
chartered for iron ore at $1.25. As fast as 
the boats arrive his orders are being carried 
out. 

Last winter when Rockefeller was engaged 
in fixing the contract rate at $1.25, he bought 


<> 


whaleback fleet of thirty vessels, and paying 
at the rate of $1.25 per ton for all the tonnage. 
he chartered for iron ore. At the same time, 
he entered into an agreement with Andrew 
Carnegie by which he was to carry 1,500,000 
tons of ore for him at going rates. 

Rockefeller got so much ore tonnage the 
ore traffic would not bear it, and when it 
sought other lines of trade the rates sunk, so 
that the wild rate is now $1. Thus Carnegie. 
is getting his ore hauled for 25 cents less 
than it costs Rockefeller to haul his own. 
So it is to Rockefeller’s interest to force the 
rate up. 

If Rockefeller can control the rate in this 
instance it will be a new feature in the lake 
trade, and he can do it most any time. He 
controls in the neighborhood of 9,000,000 tons 
earrying capacity, of which 5,000,000 is his 
own. It is said that he has use in the ore 
trade for only about 6,500,000 tons, and when 
he sought to find places in the grain trade 
for the balance the result was a general re- 
duction of rates. 


KUHN CREDITORS TO MEET. 


Against Junior Member of 
Mortgage Brokerage Firm to Be

| The creditors of the firm of Kuhn Bros 
mortgage brokers, 88 La Salle street, will 
before Referee in Bankruptcy Wean to ap- 
point trustees in bankruptcy for the firm, 
and take other steps to protect their inter- 
ests.

EXPLAIN CLOSING OF 
SOUTH CHICAGO MILLS 
Chairman Porter and President Gary 
Say Work Will Be Resumed Soon 
and That General Market Conditions 


in the steel business,

e lull in the demand for steel products Mr.

“ The closing of a few mills does not ma- 
terlally affect the steel situation,” he said. 


The steel industry is much like any other |. 


in the manner of operation. A manufactur- 
er of shoes, for instance, who. finds he has 
produced more of one or two parts in the 
shoe than he needs, stops making those 
parts until his surplus. products have been 
disposed of, and then resumes. There is not 
a world’s demand for all the separate steel 
pieces, and such mills as are ahead in their 
products Close down. 


General Conditions Healthy. 

But general conditions, in my judgment, 
are perfectly healthy. The consumption of 
iron and steel all over the world is on the 
increase, and all the ingenuity of the ablest 
manufacturers is devoted to producing it 
at the least possible cost. Statistics show 
that in the United States more than three 
pounds of metal are used now to an inhab- 
itant where one pound was used in 1859. 
In 1859 only 759,000 tons of pig tron were 
made in the whole United States. Now two 
furnaces in this country make the same 
amount.”

sal Scheme of the board, according to 
paper reports, contemplates the straig! 
ing and broadening of the river to a width 
of 200 feet, the deepening of it to thi 
fect, the replacing of all the present bridges 
with new structures and the removal of 
all central plers, and the appropriation of | 
real estate and buildings standing im the 
way, including railroad property, which is 
held at a high price, and which, if) con- 
demned, will entail an enormous 
upon taxpayers.

ough Mr. Montagu White still asserts | 


his faith in the ultimate independence of 
the Boer republics, and though the Boers 
are evidently not through fighting, it is 


useless to deny that Lord Salisbury states 


the future course of events correctly when 
he says that not à shred of their former 
independence will be left to them. From 
the beginning there was no reasonable doubt 
that England’s 250,000 men would prevail 
over the Boers’ 50,000, British politicians 
are now busy planning what to do with 
their new territory, and their plans all agree 
in giving the Boers no voice in the future 
government of the extinct states. 

In the latest North American Review 
there is an article on this subject by Sir 
Sidney Shippard, one of the Judges of the 


Supreme Court of Cape Colony, in which he 


says there must be no repetition of the 
“ Majuba magnanimity farce,” and in which 
he asserts with truth that no British min- 
istry could possibily survive the “ outburst 
of disgust and fury which would greet a 


- proposal of any policy short of the com- 


plete extinction of the Boer repub He 
says there will necessarily be an interim in 
which the vanquished states will be under 
a military rule, and he thinks it would be 
well if this were extended to the disaffected 
districts in Cape Colony and Natal, When 
order is restored he advocates the merging 
of the whole Boer country into Natal under 


the general name of Natal, with the capital 


probably at Johannesburg. In order fur- 
ther to nullity the influence of the Boer 
residents he advocates giving liberal land 
grants to the colonial soldiers now fighting 
in south Africa, and even suggests that 
they be supplied with wives from “ the ap- 
palling number of girls who remain unmar- 
ried in England.“ | | 

As for the weighty question of avho shall 
pay the tremendous costs of the war, Sir 
Sidney Shippard says “ the burden must be 
made to fall in due course on the two ex- 
tinct republics, and especially on the Trans- 
vanl.“ He says the “gold mining industry 
in particular must be heavily taxed “to meet 
the cost of striking off its shackles,” and 
he takes some satisfaction im reminding 
the continental shareholders that if thelr 
sympathy for the Boers “ should result in 
pecuniary loss to themselves they will have 


no right to blame us for the result.“ As the 


cry of excessive Boer taxation was the 
ostensible cause of the war, it will be in- 
teresting to see how much of an improve- 
pa the British taxes on the outlanders

cool assurance with which this writer counts 
upon the crowding out of the Boers from 
their former s and upon the complete

The burghers certainly Have noth- 
ing to encourage them to cease fighting to 
ISOs SCHOOL OF COMMERCE. 


E The plan ot the University of Wisconsin’s 


School of Commerce has been announced 
and it bears every indication of being able 
“to supply facilities for the training of 
young men who desire to enter business 
careers and especially in such fields as 
domestic and foreign commerce and bank- 
ing, or branches of the public service as 
consular, where a knowledge of busi- 


ness is essential.” The arguments in favor | 80 
-of the establishment of such courses at 


universities haye been mentioned tre- 
quently of late. Briefly, they are the need 
for training expert men with a knowledge 


of the complexities of business on a large 
scale. Special training of a high order 


is needed for the management of a large 
modern industria! plant. The new school’s 
prospectus says that “ economy of produc- 
tion which is so vital an element of suc- 
cess nowadays involves on the part of man- 
agers of such concerns an accurate knowl - 
edge of the multitude of items which con- 
stitute aggregate costs, skill in the manipu- 
lation of those items, ability to deal suc- 
cessfully with organized labor, knowledge 
ef systems of taxation, public debts, the 


money market, monetary and banking sys- 


tems, commercial law, special! legislation re- 
lating to railroads, corporations, and 
trusts.” 

It is because of the inadequate facilities 
for such instruction that the School of 
Commerce has been established. Present 
courses at college do not furnish the needed 
instruction and the chances for training in 
the large commercial firms are limited. 
The Wisconsin University believes it will 
supply the lack and its plan of study gives 


indieation that it will succeed, The re- 


quired studies will include history, trigonom- 
etry, chemistry, physics, and economic 
geography, which are needed as a founda- 
tion or preparation for the more technical 
courses which are to follow. ‘The other 
required studies are industrial history, 
the history of commerce, and industrial 
legislation, together with transportation, 
the mechanism of exchange, and politieal 
economy. The languages, French, German, 
and Spanish,’ are also compulsory, as 
are courses in the materials of com- 
merce, dealing with the method of 
their production and manufacture, This 
broad list of required studies is supple- 
mented by electives which include courses 
in materials of construction, insurance, 
consular service, public finance, statistics, 
adininistration, international law, constitu- 
tional law, geology, mineralogy, nineteenth — 
century history, social and economic history 
of the United States, and the history of the 
West. These electives will be increased by 
the addition of technical studies as the needs 
of the institution are developed. 

The present faculty of the University 
of Wisconsin is well equipped for such 
work. Its prominence in economic work 
under the direction of Professor Ely has 
gained it a world-wide reputation and it 
will be necessary to add few to the present 
instructors. The school will begin in the 
fall with every assurance of success, and 
there will be great surprise if it does not 
take rank among the leading commercial 
schools of the world. | | |
